POLITICS ARE DISCOURAGING 


* 


Everywhere one turns he hears the 
same old expression from the people, to 
the effect that no matter which party or 
set of politicians is elected the results 
are about the same to the rank and file 
and mases of the people—they get about 
just the same old amount of bunk, llim- 
flam and extortion. And it is the truth. 
So, what is any honest person to think 
or do? It is a hard problem. 

This writer has held for many years 
that the Republican- party is the party 
of the rich; the party which has created 
built up aud fostered the gigantic trusts 
and combinations of capital which have 
been and are robbing the people right 
and left to an extent which grows worse 
and worse’ every year; and that these 
combinations of capital are the onea who 
furnish the gigantic campaign funds for 
the Republican party and its candidates. 

It is true, 
and no living man can deny it success- 
That is why, mainly, we have 
affiliated with the Democratic party. 

And yet we cannot say with truth, af- 
ter. all these years of experience, that a 
Democratic politician is any more honest 
than a Republican politician.
